MEETING OF THE City CoMMISSION.- 
ERS.—This body met atthe Mayor’s 
courtroom last evening. Present—His 


Honor Mayor Harrison presi ling ; Com- 
missioners Battle, Churchill, Prairie, 
Gorman, Ellison, Dunston and Johnson. 
Proceedings of previous mecting was 
read and approved. The bond of K. 
P. Battle, Esq., as Treasurer of the 
sinking fund of the city, was presented. 
The securities were accepted and the 
boad referred to the city Attorney for 
examination. 

The Board of Assessors appointed to 
assess damages, recommended the oper- 
ing of a street through the land of the 
late Judge Saunders and the time of 
opening referred to street committee. 
Sec. 2, 3, and 4, of Assessor's report, 
was received by the Board. 

The petition ofgMr. Gatling, praying 
the extension of Edenton street, was. 
referrred to a Committee consisting of 
Meesrs. Prairie, Battle and Dunston. 
The report of John D. Primrose, Fire 
Commissioner, was considered, and a 
Comwittee of two, with the assistance 
of the Cdief Enginecr of the city Fire 
Department, was authorized to expend 
$500 in the general im »tovement ot the 
apparatus of the Hook and Ladder Fire 
Company No. 1, the amount to be al 
lowed by the Board, and should this 
amount be insufficient, to report to the 
Board the amount needed. : 

On motion of Mr. Battle, the order 
in regard to paving the side-walk in 
front of the Courthouse was reconsid- 
ered, and the County Commissioners 
allowed to pave the same with gravel. 
On motion of Dunston, colored, the 
Street Commissioner, was ordered to 
use the rocks belonging to the city and 
now lying on House House Square. — 
Ellison, colored, moved that a public 
weli be dug cn the corner of Davie and 
Person street, also one on Wilmington 
street, near the residence of J. P. 
Adams. 
The Street Committee was authorized 
to settle the land claims between 
Messrs. S. F. Phillips and R. K. Ferril. 
On Motion, Ellison, colored the 
School Committee, be noti- 
fied that the school house building on 
Moore Square be removed immediately 
after the city election. 

A petition was presented from the 
fish dealers of the city Market, and it 
was ordered that they be allowed {to 
keep the Stalls open till 9 o’clock, P. M., 
(Sund.y excepted) and the whole mar- 
ket be open till 10 ’oclock Saturday 
night. 

The Street Commission were ordered 
to hand the amount of individual 
claims for street paving, to the City 
Collector, as soon as the work was com- 
pleted, and that he be directed to collect 
the same at once. 

The salaries of six workmen on the 
streets, (masons and carpenters) were 
increased to $1.50 per day. 

Several claims were presented and 
ordered to be paid, when the mecting 


adjourned.

THE PENITENTIARY. 
(BY OUR SPECIAL REPORTER. } 

At your d:rection, we, on yesterday, 
visited this Penal State Institution, 
armed with all necessary passes, &c., to 
report exactly, or as near thereto, every- 
vhing going on, and how, it was done, 
since the late troubles at this point. As 
it is neither our privilege, duty or incli- 
nation to comment upon the cause, 
origion, and history of what has been 
termed by you, the ‘“ Imbroglio,” we 
pass vn to what is our main duty, that 
is to record what we saw and heard at 
the present juncture. | 

At the gate, we were met and cor- 
dially received by the ebliging and 
efficient President of the Board of 
Directors, 

MAJ. M. A. BLEDSOE, 

who cordially welcomed us at his office 
within the stockade. After sitting a 
few minutes in his office, dinner was 
announced. We were escorted to his | 
dining room, where we heartily enjoyed 

a sumptuous repast of pork and salad, 

and old fashioned country kitcken 

cooked corn bread, which we must say 

was ravenously eaten and enjoyed by 

your Correspondent. 

After dinner, we were taken in charge, 


and shown around spacious 
gronnds. We were first introduced to. 
the chief criminal, 


ALECK, 


the murderer of Anderson Selby,who was 
sentenced to death by Judge Buxton in 
1868,which was commuted by Governor 
Holden to imprisonment for lite. We 
were rather struck with his lively mien 
and deportment, wheeling his barrow 
as unceremoniously as if he expected 
releaseon the morrow. We were led 
to interview him, and answering several 
minor questions, he informed us he was 
perfectly satisfied to remain in prison 
until his reprieve came, which be was 
looking for and expected. From this 
point we were conducted by a contour 
to what is known as the 


BLACK CELL, 
where we found the prisoners that were 


implicated in the late revolt, 
whose stolidity gave us  unmis- 
t kable evidence of guilt. As 


chief among the rebellious gung, we 
observed the famous Eaton Mills, of 
Halifax, who was sentenced to five 
years by Judge Watts, tor implication in 
the Raleigh and Gaston Railroad rob 
beries about two years since. 

We next visited the carpenter's shop 
where we found the notorious 


“mMaJ.” JOHN EVERETT, 


also from Halifax, and convicted as 
the chief ofthe Railroad robbers above 
alluded to. Notwithstanding he was 
charged, yet he protested manftully his 
innocence of any patticipation or 
knowlcdge of the late revolt. It was 
our first interview with the Major, and 
we must say we were surprised to find 
aman of his appearance, address and 
open good countenance a convict for 
stealing. 

After visiting and interviewing many 
other convicts of more or less note we 
were conducted arou-d ani through 
the premises, passing the blacksmith 
shop where we found many of the con- 
victs hammering away. We arrive? at 


THE HOSPITAL, 


presided over by the Apothecary, Mr. 
Cordon, and under the excellent care 
and management of Dr. Wm. G. Hill. 
We were more than pleased to observe 
the especial good care and humane 
attention paid by the Directors to tiis 
department. The rooms were neat, 
clean, airy and comtortable, careful and 
experienced nurses, and really more 
care and attention paid to these unfor- 
tunate invalids than they ever received 
outside of the Penitentiary walls, and 
Dr. Hill, whose acknowledged skill and 
ability fits him for the highest position 
in the medical world, does all in his 
power to alleviate the sufferings of the 
miserable convicts. 

We visited in turn, the cook room, 
bath room, wash room, and Apothecary, 
in all of which, the arrangement, con- 
dition and care, reflected great and 
lasting credit upon the thorough effi- 


ciency of the present able management. 


In the 3 
CULINARY DEPARTMENT, 


we made some special notes, from the 
fact that we have seen statements to 
the effect, that the convicts had, on 
more than one occasion, becn fed on 
rats, cats, mice, &c. While this may 
have been so, yet we would regard the 
man that could eat more than we saw 
apportioned to a single ration as a liv- 
ing curiosity, and as especially fond of 
rats. The ration consisted of well 
cooked, bolted meal bread, sound and 
savory ,middling meat, cornfield peas 
and rice, and more of it than four-fifths 
of the convicts hud before they were 
taken inside the Penitentiary. We 
questioned many of the convicts in re - 
gard to the rations, and universal sat- 
isfaction was expressed as to the quality 
and quantity of the food. - 

On retiring from the grounds we 
met our old friend 


COL. G. H. FARIBAULT, 


the gallant Colonel in command of the 
old 47th N. C. Regiment of Confederate 
troops, now in command of the Peni- 
tentiary guard. Tie character and 
efficiency of this eommand was fully 
shown up in their alacrity aud prompt- 
ness in suppressing the late revolt. We 
were taken in charge by the Col. and 
shown around the stockade, noting its 
detenses, approaches, &c. 

_ We cannot close this article without 
adding in our report, our honest con 
viction, gained from positive informa- 
tion, the thorough competency and 
efficiency of the present Board of Direc- 
tors of the N. C. State Penitentiary. 

If our good old State had other 
public servants that performed their 
duties as well, she would be much 
better off.

IMPORTANT INSURANCE DECIsION.— 
Chief Justice Chase has recently deliv- 
ered an opinion in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, in the case of 
Steinbock against ihe relief Fire Insur- 
ance Company, of New York, which 
is of considerable importance to deal- 
ers in fire-cracKers. The action was 
brought on a policy of insurance on the 
plaintiff’s stock of fancy goods, toys 
and other articles in his line of business, 
as a German jobberand importer. It 
was stipniated in writing that he should 
be privileged to Keep fire-crackets on 
sale. It appearing that at the time of 
the fire the plaintiff had fireworks in 
his store for sale, he offered evidence 
that fireworks were an article in his 
line of business as a German jobber and 
importer, forthe purpose of showing 
that they were covered by the written 
words of the policy, “other articles in 
his line of business.” The Court rejec- 
ted the evidence, and the judgement 
was for the company. The higher court 
atiirms the judgement, scying that 
there can be no doubt that the evi- 
dence was properly rejected.— Hrchange. 


Not Bap.—A correspondent of the 
New York Star says some good things 
about the doings in Gotham, and among 
them, makes this quict fling at the 
Herald’s correspondence :
